Tuz Queen, Princess Beatrice, Princess Victoria, and 
Princess Elizabeth of Hesse, and Prince Leopold 
were present on Sunday at Divine service at the 
parish church at Crathie, 

The Prince of Wales, attended by Colonel A. 
Elis, visited the Marchioness of Camden and 
Captain Green at Bayham Abbey, Sussex, on Mon- 
day, and remained to luncheon. His Royal Highness 
returned to London in the afternoon; went to Tun- 
bridge Wells on ‘Tuesday; attended the Fancy Fair 
on Wednesday; and arranged on the next day to 
visit Great Yarmouth. 

Princess Louise (Marchioness of Lorne) honoured 
Lord and Lady Sackville with a visit at Kuole on 
Saturday last. The poor Marquis is coming home 
in the autumn. 

The Prince and Princess of Wales, accompanied 
by the Duke of Cambridge, leave London next Mon- 
day for St. Leonard’s Hill, Windsor, the seat of Mr. 
Francis Tress Barry, where they will reside during 
the Ascot week. The Earl of Cork, the Master of 
the Queen’s Buckhounds, has taken Cowarth Park 
for the meeting. 


The Government only gave the Commonsa holiday 
extending from Friday se'nnight to Thursday last. 
It is to be hoped, now the Commons have re- 
assembled, the Tories will give up playing with the 
Land Bill clauses, and will clear the bill out of the 
way without further loss of time. The Country is 
getting impatient at this playing at legislation. 


A demonstration of Irishmen was held on Sunday 
in Hyde Park, to protest against the evictions in 
Ireland. Mr. Parnell, M.P., Mr. T. P. O'Connor, 
M.P., and Mr. O'Donnell, M.P., addressed the 
assemblage from different platforms, and resolutions 
were adopted declaring the Govermnent to be 
“* criminally ’’ responsible for the condition of things 
in Ireland, calling on them to suspend all evictions, 
and liberate those imprisoned under the Coercion 
Act, and demanding that Mr. Forster should resign 
his office! 

On the arrival of Miss Anma Parnell at Limerick 
on Saturday evening there was considerable dis- 
turbance at the railway station, and the police 
charged the crowd. On Sunday Miss Parnell ad- 
dressed a meeting of women at Tulla, speaking of 
the police as infamous, and as the majority of the 
House of Commons as six hundred sinners, 


The annual Whit-Monday demonstration of 
agricultural labourers was held at Ham Hill, near 
Yeovil, Somerset; on Monday. Mr. T. P. O'Connor, 
M.P., addressed the meeting, and said that when he 
was in Somerset he could almost believe he was in 
Ireland, with its tyrannical landlords, grasping 
stewards, too high rents, aud too low wages. On the 
one hand he found wealth, idleness, and luxury, and 
on the other bad food, hovels for houses, and rags 
for clothes. š 


Lord Derby présided last Monday at the opening 
of the Co-operative Congress at Leeds, aud de- 
livered the inuuguval address. ‘lhe noble Lord 
discussed the main features of co-operation, and 
observed that “of all the ten thousand schemes 
hitherto proposed—and there is a new one about 
every six weeks—for closing the long-standing 
differences between labour and capital, Co-operation 
is that which promises the largest results with the 
fewest drawbacks.” 


Various head centres of Magna Charta Associa- 
tions and kindred bodies allied more or less with the 
continued agitation in favour of the person known 
as the ** Claimant” held a demonstration in Hyde 
Park on Monday afternoon. A procession, duiter- 
ing from other popular shows of the kind in being 
chiefly vehicular and (equestrian, made its way 
ey ¡Piccadilly into the Park with the 
usual bands of music and a more than ordinary 
display of banners. Legends on the latter, 
eulogistic of Dr. Kenealy in particular and of liberty 
and justice in the abstract, were varied with pictorial 
representations of the late learned counsel, of the 
Claimant, andwith caricatures of the late Lord Chief 
Justice and two of the witnesses. The leaders and 
speakers included Mr. M. Kenealy, Mr. Finley Fin- 

sony Captain Morrison, and Mr. Douglas. ‘lhe 
speeches were short, but emphatic; the proceedings 
brief and orderly. 


The annual meetings of several of the leading 
friendly societies of the country were commenced on 
Monday. ‘The Manchester Unity of Oddtellows, 
whose meeting was held at Southport, reports a 
membership of 543,485, an increase in the year of 
nearly 10,000. “The capital of the Unity is returned 
at £4,709,108, an increase of £232,160. ‘The National 
Independent Order of Oddfellows held its meeting at 
"Wakefield. It embraces nearly 50,000 members, and 
its funds amount to £128,423. The Free Gardeners, 
meeting this year at Leeds, have a gain of 1102 
‘members, and the worth of the Order is estimated at 
„more than £100,000.

It remains to be 
mentioned that Miss Litton returns to her old love, 
the Court, after a disastrous season in Glasgow; 
but something fresher than ““The Busybody ” will 
be needed to draw. playgoers to Chelsea. I will only 
add that the too- expensive “Michael Strogoft” 
gives way to “Janet Pride” to-night at the 
Adelphi; and that Burnand’s “ Black-Eyed Susan ” 
takes the place of “ Don Juan” shortly as the after- 
piece to “The Member for Slocum ” at the Royalty.

TRICYCLING BY , ELECTRICITY.—A well-known 
electrician of Paris has succeeded in driving an Eng- 
lish tricycle for an hour along the streets of Paris, 
by means of electricity stored in a ** secondary bat- 
tery” of Planté’s make, and two small Deprez 
electric motors. The vehicle, with its occupant, 
weighed four cwt., and it was driven at the speed ot 
an ordinary cab ; but, by improving the mechanism, 
the inventor hopes to raise the speed to twelve miles 
an’ hour; and the modification which has been 
effected on the Planté battery by Mr. Faure, will 
no doubt enable a supply of electricity to be stored 
up capable of working the tricycle for many hours.

On Jlustrations. 


CENTENARY PORTRAIT OF GEORGE STEPHENSON. 


ENGLAND does well to remember sometimes the MEN who made her really great. Cn 
Thursday last, with befitting state and grandeur, in Newcastle-on-Tyne especially, was 
celebrated the hundredth anniversary of GEORGE STEPHENSON, Who first set railway 
trains running, and thus revolutionised the system of travelling. 


GEORGE STEPHENSON'S LIFE, 


George Stephenson was born in the village of Wylam, on the banks of the Tyne, 
about nine miles west of Newcastle, in April, 1781; and at the time of his death, on 
Aug. 12, 1848, was in his sixty-eighth year. His father was 2 workman at the 
Wylam Colliery, and he himself worked in the same humble way, having been sent into 
the pit at a very early age. At the age of fourteen or fifteen he was employed as a 
brakesman, on the waggon-way between Wylam and Newburn; his father having 
removed to Wabbottle, about a mile north-west of the latter village. Young Stephenson 
also occasionally worked at the ballast quay of Messrs. Nixon and Co., at Willington, 
about five miles east of Newcastle. 

After having been some years employed at Wylam, Mr. Stephenson removed to 
Killingworth Colliery, the property of Lord Ravensworth and partners, where he was 
still employed as a brakesman. At Killingworth he married his first wife, by whom he 
had one son, the celebrated engineer, Robert Stephenson. 

The earliest indication of George Stephenson’s genius for mechanics showed itself 
at Killingworth, where he effectually repaired his own eight-day house clock, that was 
out of order; and he thenceforth became the watchmaker of the village, an occu- 


STEPHENSON’S PRIZE LOCOMOTIVE, pation to which he devoted many leisure hours. Soon after this, a large condensing 
ó “THE ROCKET.” machine, erected at the colliery for pumping water from the pit, got out of order, and 
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various ineffectual attempts were made to repair 
it. At length Mr. Stephenson’s attention was 
directed to the engine, and, having carefully 
examined its working parts, he thought he dis- 
covered where the defects lay. He was allowed 
to “try his hand,” and succeeded in repairing the 
engine, and even introducing some improvement into 
its construction. His employers were so satisfied 
with this result that he was at once promoted from 
a brakesman to an engineer, and was intrusted with 
the entire management of the engine. Here he had 
many opportunities of self-improvement ; and his 
progress was soon developed in the discovery of the 
safety-lamp. Several claims have been made to the 
merit of this invention ; and to the present day the 
exact amount of credit due to each remains a matter 
of controversy. 

Mr. Stephenson’s claims were warmly and liberally 
supported by many of the most respectable coal- 
owners and others in the Newcastle district, who 
maintained that to his ingenuity the mining interest 
is indebted for the discovery of the principle, on 
which the safety-lamp is constructed. On the very 
day that Mr. Stephenson was making his first experi- 
ment (Oct. 21, 1815), a letter was received by the 
Rev. John Hodgson from Sir Humphry Davy, 
announcing that he had discovered thut explosive 
mixtures of mine-damp would not pass through 
small apertures or tubes; and that if a lamp were 
made air-tight on the sides, and furnished with 
apertures, it would not communicate flame to the 
outward atmosphere. The coincidence of this com- 
munication with Stephenson's experiment is very 
extraordinary. 'To remunerate him for the invention, 
a meeting was held in November, 1818, and a sub- 
scription opened, which eventually amounted to £1000; 
this sum, together with a piece of plate, was pre- 
sented to Mr. Stephenson at a public dinner held in 
the Assembly-Rooms, Newcastle. 

From this period Mr. Stephenson’s advancement 
was rapid; and thenceforth his career became more 
particularly identified with the locomotive engine. 
In 1804 Trevethick and Vivian’s machine drew car- 
riages at Merthyr-Tydvil, at the rate of five miles 
an hour. In 1811 appeared Blenkinsop’s engine, 
and in 1812 Chapman produced one, both of which 
were defective. In 1814 Mr. Stephenson constructed 
for the Killingworth Colliery an engine which was 
used on the colliery railroad with almost perfect 
success. This did not, however, please the engineer, 
and he subsequently constructed another engine for 
the same place, which answered much better, and 
i the foundation of the existing system of rail- 
roads. 

Tn 1824 Mr. Stephenson established an engine 
manufactory in Newcastle, in partnership with 
the Messrs. Pease (of Darlington), Mr. Robert 
Longridge, and Mr. Robert Stephenson. This 
concern is situated on the Forth banks, and con- 
tinues to prosper under the firm of Messrs. Robert 
Stephenson and Co. The first locomotive railway 
for the purpose of travelling, according tothe present 
principles of traction, was laid between Stockton 
and Darlington; and was opened in 1825. Mr. 
Stephenson has been known to confess that his ideas 
and anticipations of the capabilities of this mode of 
transit, both as to the speed and the effect which it 
would produce when generally adopted (as he fore- 
saw it must be ultimately), were such that he did not 
even dare to express, for fear of being pronounced 
ingine. At that time he talked of reaching a velocity 
twenty miles an hour, but his inward thoughts said 
sixty or one hundred miles. It was not, however, 
till the formation of the Liverpool and Manchester 
Railway, in 1829, that Mr. Stephenson was brought 
pomon before the public as an engine builder. 

n that year the directors of the above line offered 
a premium of £500 for the best locomotive engine to 
run on their railway; when George Stephenson 
entered the lists, and constructed his celebrated 
engine “the Rocket,” which won the prize. This 
achievement gave a decisive stamp to Mr. Stephon- 
son's reputation as a railway engineer; and he was 
subsequently employed in the construction of most 
of the principal lines of railway in the kingdom. He 
was also engaged in constructing lines in Belgium 
Holland, France, Germany, 'Italy, and S ain; an 
he had the honour to receive a knighthood from 
Leopold of Belgium for railway services. | 

The best evidence of the! true greatness of Mr. 
Stephenson's character is the unwavering faith in his 
own theoretical conclusions, combined with sound 
practical judgment, that he manifested throughout 
career. Shortly before his death, he said at a public 
dinner at Newcastle:—“ At Liverpool I aged 
myself to attain a speed of ten miles an hour, Isaid 
1 had no doubt it would go much faster, but we had 
better be moderate at the beginning. It was not an 
casy task for me to keep the engine down to ten miles 
nn hour, but it must be done, and I did my best. I 
had to place myself in the witness-box of a Par- 
liamentary Committee. I could not find words to 
satisfy either the committee or myself. Some one 
inquired if I was a foreigner, and another hinted that 
I was mad. But I put up with every rebuff, and 
went on with my plans, determined not to be put 
down.” A simple remark he made about the time 
he constructed his first locomotive, shows with what 
vivid reality the then future passenger railway was 
present in his mind:—‘‘I said to my friends that 
there was no limit to the speed of such an engine, 
provided the works could be made to stand.” 

Mr. epe wasa man of simple and unso- 
phisticated nature. Upon the occasion just referred 
to, he also said :—“I saw how deficient I was in 
education, and resolved that my son should not 


labour under the same defect, but that I would put 
him to a good school and give him a liberal training. 
I was, however, a poor man. I betook myself to 
mending my neighbours” clocks and watches at 
night, after my daily labour was done, and thus 1 
procured the means of educating my son. He 
became my assistant and companion. He got an 
appointment as under-viewer, and at nights we 
worked together at our engineering.” Well did that 
son repay such paternal care. George Stephenson’s 
judicious kindness was not limited to the family 
circle. “Never,” says a writer in the Derbyshire 
Chronicle, “was a proposition made to him for the 
mental and temporal improvement of his workmen 
in his collieries, of whom he had upwards of a 
thousand, but it was met with his immediate at- 
tention and consideration, with a deep feeling 
towards their welfare that could not be surpassed.” 

Mr. Stephenson was fond of retirement; he was 
happiest in the country, where he might be seen 
among his dogs, his cows, and his horses, his rabbits, 
and birds. Even in his latter years, he was fond of 
rambling about, bird-nesting, or nutting, or any 
other rural enjoyment.

The County Inspector proceeded on 
Wednesday week with a large party of constabulary 


to protect bailiffs in serving writs of ejectment. The 
constabulary, as they proceeded, were attacked and 
fired upon by armed parties at several parts of the 
road. Meanwhile hundreds of persons, armed with 


pitchforks and three-pronged grips, had assembled 
at Bodyke, behaving in such a riotous manner 
that the police of the station had to turn out 
and charge them. The Rev. Mr. Murphy, P.P., 
used his best exertions to ap the people, 
and ultimately succeeded in getting them to put 
aside the pitchforks. Subsequently the crowd got 
more excited; the horses of the mounted men were 
tormented, and the police were assailed with stones 
and sticks. The County Inspector and six 
mounted men immediately charged and dispersed 
the rioters. Mr. O’Hara, R.M., with a detachment 
of the 64th Regiment, then left Bodyke with the 
bailiffs to serve the writs. On leaving the village 
they were assailed with stones, one of which severely 
wounded Sub-Constable James Higgs on the right 
jaw. When the party reached the townland of 
Ballydonahan, two shots were fired from a house 
and a volley from behind a hill, the assailants in 
the latter place being perfectly concealed by a fence. 
The police force, extending in line to the best 
position, fired on the people, and then passed on 11 
the direction of a hill about six hundred yards 
distant. From another point, however, vast numbers 
closed on the police, who succeeded in arresting 
twenty men armed with rifles. 'The prisoners were 
then, by order of the County Inspector, placed in 
front of the constabulary, and so marched through 
the country until the writs were finally served. At 
Bodyke the prisoners were deprived of their guns, 
but allowed out on bail by Mr. O'Hara to appear at 
Petty Sessions, at Tomagrancy, on the l inst. 


“The police left for Ennis at about eight o'clock, and 


on proceeding up a steep hill were tired on from 2 
plantation. ‘The bullets, tore up the ground about 
them, and one of the car horses was wounded. ‘The 
constabulary, after returning the fire, scoured the 
plantation, upon which their assailants fled through 
the bushes. Some volleys having been discharged, 
the police resumed their journey to Ennis, where 
they arrived at about midnight.

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WESTERN AMERICA AS AN 
EMIGRATION FIELD. 


The foregoing figures lead naturally up to our page 
Illustration, from sketches by a settler. The fertile 
arable soil and mild climate of Kansas, which are 
scarcely surpassed by any country in the world, have 
made it one of the most inviting fields of agricultural 
settlement. It was fiercely contended for, some 
thirty years ago, between the free-soil party and 
emigrant farmers of New England, who were resolved 
to forbid the introduction of slavery here, and the 
cotton-planting and slave-holding interest of the 
Southern States, who meant to annex the Kansas 
territory to their sectional system. That political 
phase of the controversy has been terminated by 
the Civil War and the legal emancipation of 
the slaves throughout the Union. But large num- 
bers of the poor negroes in the Lower Mississippi 
States, who are still exposed to cruel distress 
by local misrule and personal ill-treatment, have 
lately sought refuge m Kansas, travelling long 
distances, in an almost destitute condition, to reach 
the land which bears a traditional fame of justice 
and mercy, and of inviolate freedom, secured to their 
oppressed race. Such a party of homeless wanderers, 
with their little children seated beside them, one 
girl reading her school New Testament, one baby 
playing with a toy-rattle, is represented at the top 
of the page. In the centre isa scene of the early 
gold-seeking operations on the “ placers,” or surface- 
diggings, of Colorado, where immense mineral riches 


of different species have been discovered, and of.

EXTRAORDINARY TRAVELS. 


We have the honour to introduce to our readers a 
lady who has returned to London after going through 
some wonderful adventures, the thrilling nature of 
which is well indicated by the strong pencil of Mr. 
John Proctor. Madame Carla Serena, passionately 
fond of travel, is seemingly desirous of being another 
Ida Pfeiffer. Few ladies would like to resign the 
comforts of a luxurious home in a fashionable 
quarter of London for the dangers which Madame 
Serena encountered, and triumphed over so vic- 
toriously that she would be well entitled, as Mr. 
Burnand might say in Punch, to be renamed All- 
Serena. 

Curious as Eve, Carla Serena seems to find an 
irresistible fascination in the East. Mr. Proctor in- 
vites us to look at only a few of this intrepid 
traveller’s adventures. Retiring as most bravely 
adventurous personages are when their own feats 
happen to be uppermost, Madame Serena would pre- 
sumably be dumb when her personal courage was 
concerned. But she has an able interpreter in Mr. 
Proctor, who may be said by his vivid drawing to 
have discovered the lady for the Royal Geographical 
Society, the Council of which, if they only equal 
their Paris confrères in gallantry, will hasten to 
bestow honour upon Madame Serena. Why, in 
France, Victor Hugo has pronounced Madame 
Serena one of the most ‘‘resolute and valiant 
travellers of the age ;’?—and we know Victor Hugo 
never—well, hardly ever !—exaggerates. 
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The hairbreadth ’scapes of this lady which Mr. 
Proctor has limned for our behoof transpired when 
Madame Serena was voyaging in the Caucasus and 
in the desert of Arabia. It would have fared ill 
with Madame Serena had not her body-guard been 
handy on that dread day in the Caucasus. A 
family of bears, on the prowl for prey, was about 
to attack her when the men intervened in the nick 
of time, and repelled the beasts with spears and 
fire-arms. On the other occasion, she was travelling 
on a camel in Arabia, with only one guide, when 
a huge serpent was seen to follow the 
lonely travellers. Again was Madame Serena most 
lucky. The native threw himself between his charge 
and the serpent, and by his cries succeeded in uick- 
ening the pace of the camel so much as to elude the 
creature, and save Madame Serena. 

The reading public have in these stirring scenes a 
foretaste of the exciting adventures which abound in 
Madame Carla Serena’s first work, “ De la Baltique 
à la Mer Caspienne; and in the readable volumes 


of travel which will, doubtless, follow her first 
volume. 


CRYSTAL PALACE DOG SHOW. 


Tur Kennel Club's Dog Show was opened in the 
grounds of the Crystal Palace on June 3; anda fine 
show it was. There were no less than 1200 entries, 
embracing specimens of almost every nameable breed 
of the canine species. From the pampered toy 
terrier, too lazy or too dignified to rise from its 
peresuels equipa bercette, to the red-eyed blood- 
ounds, the massive St. Bernard, or the Australian 
dingo, all classes and degrees could be scanned, 
and the excellence of the majority of the exhibits 
may Þe gathered from the fact that the judging, 
although the gentlemen engaged were constantly at 
work, occupied nearly twelve hours. The entries in the 
principalclasses were: Fox terriers, 200 ; setters, 100 ; 
St. Bernards, 85; sheep dogs, 85; dachshunds, 60 ; 
Dandie Dinmonts, 56; pugs, 42; spaniels, 32; 
retrievers, 50; bloodhounds, 27. A feature of the 
exhibition was a fine collection of boarhounds or 
Great Danes, probably the largest ever gathered 
together at one show in this country, including 
eleven animals from Herr E. Messter, of Berlin, who 
has been pre-eminently successful in developing this 
magnificent breed. It is curious that the names of 
the first-prize takers in the two classes of Great 
Danes make up Lord  Beaconsfield’s celebrated 
pura “Imperium et libertas,” the winners being 
r. James Davies’s Imperium, a fine hound, who 
has already distinguished himself in high-class 
shows, and his Libertas, also a very fine animal. 
The show of Irish wolfhounds was also very notice- 
able. The honours in this d ment were taken 
Mir. Jessop and Captain G. A. Graham with 
typical exhibits. The winner of tbe Fox Terrier 
Derby—the blue ribbon of the show—was Messrs.

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EXTRAORDINARY SCENE AT 
THE FRENCH OPERA. 


An attempt at suicide, which calls to mind one 
committed about fifteen years ago in the old Opera 
House in the Rue le Pelletier took place last Saturday 
night at the Paris Grand Opéra during the perform- 
ance of the “ Tribut de Zamorra.” About half-past 
ten o’clock, in the midst of the ballet, two shots were 
fired in one of the boxes on the second storey. A 
regular panic ensued on the stage. The baliet 
dancers, believing that the shots were fired at one of 
themselves, rushed off, shrieking, behind the side 
wings, while the choristers and scene-shifters ran to 
and fro in the greatest consternution. The 
audience jumped up en masse, and made for the 
doors, thinking that the noise was caused by an 
explosion of gas. The curtain was dropped, 
and the stampede threatened to lead to a fearful 
disaster, when three more shots were heard to pro- 
ceed from the same spot. This stopped the audience, 
who now perceived what the occurrence really was. 
A rush was made to the box from which oke was 
seen to issue, ani on opening the door a yonng man 
was found lying insensibleon the ground, bathed in 
blood. He was wounded in the chest and neck, and 
still clasped in his right hand a six-barrelled re- 
volver, while in his left hand was a bottle of 
chloroform, which he had tried to drink after firing 
the first shot. He was at once conveyed to the 
infirmary at the Opera, where the doctor on duty 
attended to him. On the arrival of the Commissary 
of Police, his pockets were searched to discover his 
A but only the following letter was found in 
them :— 

Since I have discovered I am of no good, Tam disgusted 
with life, 1 tossed this morning which way I should put 
an end to my existence. Fate decided that I should kill 
myself to-night at the theatre, Saturday, June 4. Comte 
a’ Aulnoye, Grand Hotel. 

His hat, however, bore the initials “L.G,” sur- 
mounted by a Count’s coronet.

We learn from Oran that M. Bringard, Inspector 
of Telegraphs, has been assassinated, with his escort, 
between Frandah and Géryville. Twenty-six men 
were killed. 


FRESH PLOT TO MURDER THE 
CZAR. 


Reports received in Vienna from St. Petersburg 
announce the discovery of a fresh conspiracy against 
the life of the Czar, and the capture of the con- 
spirators, twenty-one in number. ‘The entire band 
was surprised by the police while holding a council 
and settling the details of the intended murder. The 
conspirators were assembled iu a chambre garnie 
situated in the Sabatkanski Prospekt. A carpenter 
who lodyed in an adjoining apartment was able to 
overhear the deliberations of these Nihilists, and 
at once informed the police of the nature of 
their discussions. ‘Thereupon the landlady of 
the chambre garnie was summoned before M. 
Baranoff, the head of the Police Department, 
who ordered her to conceal a high officer of police 
in a spot where at the next meeting he could over- 
hear everything without being himself visible. A 
Lieutenant-Colonel of Police, who was selected for 
this duty, hid himself in the conspirators’ chamber, 
behind some furniture. For six long hours the 
Lientenant-Colonel of Police, who had to endure 
much from a necessarily contined position and 
cramped attitude, listened to the discussion and 
conversation of the twenty-one Nihilists. In the 
end they resolved to make an attempt on the life of 
the ñew Czar. The crime was to be carried out by 
means of firearms, and the execution of it was en- 
trusted to five of the conspirators present at the 
meeting. 


At this point the Lieutenant-Colonel suddenly 


appeared from his hiding-place and tired off a pistol, 
whereupon the room was filled in a few seconds by 
poligemen, who at once arrested the entire band of 
would-be regicides. Most of the latter are de- 
scribed as being very young, some of them mere 
youths of seventeen, who are still studying at the 


Gymnasia. 

“The Czar has since been informed by a commmni- 
cation of the Executive Committee, worded in the 
pow of language, that his doom has been pro- 
nounced.

FRED. ARCHER’S VICTORIES. 


Ir Americans are jubilant because the American-bred horse 
Iroquois won the Derby, Englishmen may well be proud of 
the famous jockey Fred. Archer, who really gained the 
victory for the States. The Oaks was a mere canter for Mr. 
Crawiurd’s handsome chestnut filly Thebais, who made 
him some amends for his ill-luck with St. Louis. But the 
great event of the last day’s racing was the renewed meet- 
inz of Bend Or and Robert the Devil, both of whom 
looked remarkably well, and had improved since last 
year, Bend Or seemed in the better condition of the two, 
as on leaving the paddock for the starting-post the St, 
Lezer winner was in a profuse perspiration and lather, 
while the Russley horse was cool and quiet. The excite- 
ment of the multitude was extraordinary—nothing of the 
kind ever having been seen at Epsom previously, the great 
match between the Flying Dutchman and Voltigeur having 
taken place at York, Robert the Devil made the running, 
waited upon by Bend Or, who, in racing parlance, ““trod 
his heels off” from Tattenham Corner to the distance, 
where Fred. Archer let the Derby winner out, and, as 
Robert the Devil was already under the whip, won, hands 
down by a neck, amid a scene of the wildest excitement, 


The week opened with racing at Kempton Park, Redcar, 
and Four Oaks (Birmingham); but the Manchester Meet- 
ing has been the fixture of the week. Only one or two 
small showers fell at Manchester during the early part of 
Tuesday, after a heavy night's rain, and the afternoon’s 
racing was enjoyed in fine though rather chilly weather, 
Backers began badly, there being two better favourites 
than the winner of the Hunters’ Flat Race, whilst the 
Philips’ Handicap Plate was carried off by one that 
was little thought of, though he won here on Easter 
Monday. Mob Orator just got home in the Derby 
All-aged Plate, and then came the event of the 
day, the Salford Borough Handicap. For this race the 
large field of twenty went to the post, and a host of 
favourites at all kinds of prices were served up, con- 
sequently Archer’s backers were enabled to obtain as good 
odds about him nearly all through the piece as were obtain- 
able about War Horn.

THE MASSACRE 
OF FRENCHMEN IN 
ALGERIA, 


Tur Paris correspondent of the Standard 
writes:—lt is generally supposed here 
‘that from the first there has existed a 
connection between the Kroumir raids, 


which gave the pretext for the French 


occupation of Tunis, and the serious 
disturbances which are taking place on 
the outskirts of the desert beyond 
Algeria. It is, however, more probable 
that the news of the French attack upon 
the Mohammedan tribes has, travelling 
inland, roused the fanaticism of the 
Desert warriors. Should this be so, the 
French are paying a heavier price for the 
occupation of Tunis than they bargained 
for. In any case, it cannot be doubted 
that a rebellious spirit has broken out 
on the border, and is likely to give the 
‘French military authorities.of Algeria no 
little trouble... The nature of the country, 
the scarcity of water, and the nomadic 
‘nature of the enemy—who vanish into the 
‘wilderness after striking a blow, with a 
“rapidity which the French, encumbered 
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with impedimenta, cannot possibly emulate, 
neutralise all the efforts of the gallant and 
energetic officers on the frontier to come 
up with their treacherous foe. On 
Saturday the insurgent tribes surprised a 
detachment of the ‘Telegraphic Corps, 
under Brigadier Bringard, overseer of the 
line between Geryville and Frendah, and 
killed that officer and twenty-five of his 
men. ‘The news of the disaster was 
brought to Geryville by a few survivors, 
all of whom were more or less severely 
wounded. 

The following is the history of the 
affair:—A French column had gone out 
in pursuit of the insurgent chief Bou 
Amema, but were compelled, by want of 
water, to retrace their steps, and to leave 
Geryville unprotected. Bou Amema 
followed the retiring column, but paused 
near Geryville, remaining out of gunshot 
range, but intercepting all communication 
with the post. Brigadier Bringard, 
ignorant of these facts, was returning to 
Geryville with his detachment of tele- 
graphers, when the party was attacked 
and destroyed by Bou Amema. Four 
columns have started against the in- 
surgeuts, and are operating to surround 
them, but the success of the move- 
ment is not regarded as hopeful at 
Algiers. The necessity for vigorous action 
is universally admitted, but the climate 
and the undrinkable character of such 
water as exists are calculated seriously 
to interfere with the operations of French 
troops. At this time of year the Sahara 
tribes have a great advantage over them, 
for not only can they better support the 
extreme heat, but they can drink without 
ill effects the brackish water to be found 
in the Desert, while to do so is fatal to 
Europeans. The agitation among the 
native tribes extends along the whole 
Algerian frontier, and it is of the utmost 
importance that a decisive blow should be 
struck with the least possible delay. 


“THE GLORIOUS FIRST 
OF JUNE.” 


JONATHAN OLDBUCK, Monkwearmouth, 
contributes to the Daily Chronicle the 
following interesting details about the 
“Glorious First of June: ’’—‘‘ To-day, 
Wednesday, the First of June, is the 
anniversary of Lord Howe’s great naval 
victory over the French in 1794. Far 
more than either the Nile or Trafalgar, it 
was long commemorated by old sailors 
in copious libations of rum-and-water. 
Just as the upper classses were forced 
by fiscal regulations to exchange the 
wine of Bordeaux for the wine of 
Oporto, so were the middle and lower 
forced to forego the whisky of Scotland 
for the rum of Jamaica. Habit forms 
taste. The old seaman and the old ship- 
owner, who had often been a seaman, 
always drank rum, and on no day in the 
year did either ever drink so much rum 
as on “the glorious First of June.’ Lord 
Howe, with twenty-six sail of the line 
and five frigates, had gone in April, 1794, 
to look after the French fleet at Brest, 
and to look out for a great French convoy 
known to be expected from America and 
the West Indies. For some weeks the 
English fleet was in the Atlantic, baflled 
by foggy weather in the attempt to 
discover the enemy, but towards the 
close of May the. two fleets sighted each 
other, and a great naval battle became 
imminent. With a convoy of enormous 
value at stake, the French fleet covering 
and convoying could not avoid a close 
contest with the English. The two fleets 
were about equal in the number of ships; 
but the French had the advantage in the 
number of guns, weight of metal, and 
number of men—three things for which 
the English then counted and cared little, 
but two of which they were afterwards 
constrained to consider in single ship 


frigates they were often cruelly deceived 
when the number of guns was nearly 
the same. On June 1, 1794, Lord 
Howe totally defeated the French fleet, 
taking six ships and destroying 
others.. But the real importance of this 
victory was its moral influence, effect, and 
consequence, not only in England but in 
all Europe. ‘The despatches from the Bay 
of Biscay did not reach London until 
June 10. The Earl of Chatham (not the 
great Earl, who, like Carnot, had organised 
victory, but the Walcheren Keri) carried, 
the news to the Italian Opera. The Duke 
of Clarence, afterwards William IV., went 
with it to Covent-Garden Theatre.

MR. SUTER'S RANSOM 
FROM BRIGANDS. 


Tuz following account of the captivity of 
Mr. Suter among the brigands and his 
subsequent deliverance is supplied by a 
correspondent who was engaged in obtain- 
ing his release :— 

THE CAPTURE. 

“ About 10.30 p.m., April 8, Mr. and 
Mrs. Suter, together with their only child, 
a little girl of four years old, were 
startled by hearing several voices 
demanding admittance and attempts 
being made to force their door. The 
thought immediately flashed across their 
minds that they were attacked by 
brigands, which, alas! proved only too 
true. Having seized his rifle, Mr. Suter 
prepared to defend himself, but on 
seeing the number of his assailants, 
knew resistance would simply mean 
death to himself and family, so no alterna- 
tive was left but to yield at once and 
welcome the intruders in as civil a 
manner as possible. The usual demand 
was made, 

“MONEY OR YOUR LIFE 
Ja INSTANTLY,” a 
two men securing Mr. Suter, and one, 
having drawn his sword, threatening to 
kill Mrs. Suter on the spot if she did not 
disclose where all the money that might 
be in the honse was hidden. `The pluck 
shown by her on this occasion was won- 
derful, and quite astonished the brigands. 
One having told her to empty her boxes, 
she calmly replied, “ Open them your- 
self; there are the keys,” After a few 
minutes, having put on what articles 
clothing came first to hand, Mr. Suter’s 
arms were tied behind his back, and the 
whole party left the house, the child being 
carried by one of the band. During the

MRS. SUTER AND HER 

DAUGHTER WERE RELEASED, 
and found their way back towards 
Salonica on horse back, until met by 8 
carriage sent out by Mr. Blunt, the 
Consul-General, who by this time h 
heard of the affair. At this gentleman’ 
house they have been stopping, as one 
may imagine, in the greatest state 0 
anxiety. 

“During the succeeding five weeks, 
while negotiations were being carried On 
between the Foreign Office, the Porte, 
and Mr. Blunt, whose exertions through- 
out have been indefatigable, the captive 
was moved about from place to place 
among the mountains, but never once 
during that time had he a roof to sleep 
under, a change of clothing, nor any 
food except that eaten by the brigands, 
nor were his arms once allowed to be free, 
Towards the middle of May

by name Aristides, a Greek, commenced 
to get very impatient, and even went as 
far one evening as to say, within Mr. 


head off, and send it to Blunt to make 
soup of.” Luckily he was dissuaded from 
his ghastly purpose by some of the 
captains or under chiefs. 


DOWN WITH “THE BLUNT.” 

““On May 17 her Majesty’s ship Cygnet, 
having on board Mr. Blunt, the chief 
Dragoman, M. Bizzo, and the Consul- 
General’s Cavass, Hussein, known gene- 
rally by the soubriquet of “ Major- 
General,” left Salonica soon after dark 
totake the ransom, £115,000, to the port 
nearest the village at which the capture 
took place. She arrived the following 
evening, and communications were then 
sent to the chief brigand. 

“On May 23, at eight a.m., Mr. Suter 
embarked amidst an ovation from the 
villagers, who had come down with him 
en masse from the village, and expressed 
their pleasure by firing a sort of feu-de- 
Joie with ball-cartridge, utterly regardless 
of where the bullets fell. Thus ended as 
adventurous and unpleasant a term of 
forty-three days’ captivity as any man 
could imagine; and although the old 
motto, ‘experientia docet, may be all 
very well in some cases, I sincerely pity’ 
the person who falls into the clutches of 
such individuals as Greek and Albanian 
brigands. 


BARBARITY OF THE BRIGANDS. 
** One or two stories, as related by the 
gang to Mr. Suter round their evening 
meal, will be sufficient to show, not only 
their utter heartlessness and brutality, 
but also the pride they take in displaying 
these gualities. Aristides one day came 
across an old Turk, out shooting, who 
had with him his piece of forked stick, 
which is used in order to obtain a better 
aim by resting on it the barrel of the gun. 
Without the slighest provocation, und 
simply for amusement, as he termed it, 
the brigand chief strangled the man, 
afterwards placing. him in a kneeling 
position, putting his fowling-piece to his 
shoulder and resting the barrel on the 
erutch in the most natural position, so 
that any passer-by would never suspect 
but that it was a peasant sportsman 
instead of a corpse. 
“ Another anecdote was told with great 
gusto. Niko, the chief of the band that 
took Colonel Synge, caught a man near a 
sawmill whom he thought he recognised. 
The conversation commenced thus :— 
“Did not you once spy for me?’ “Yes.” 
“Did I not pay you five livas for so 
doing?” ‘Yes.’ ‘Did you not tell the 
soldiers in such and such a village that 
u had seen me?’ “Yes” Then said 
ko, “Take a bit of paper and pencil 
and write as I tell you:—“ This is the 
way Niko treats traitors.”” After this 
was done, he first sawed off the man's 
right hand, so that he should never 
write anything against him; next he 
deprived him of his ears, so that he 
should hear no more questions about the 
band; and, finally, cut his tongue out, to 
prevent him from telling tales. Then, 
wrapping all these fragments in a hand- 
kerchief, he bade him walk to the nearest 
village, to. present them with the, note to 
the Pasha. The poor man, not daring to 
refusé, struggled on till he dropped down 
and died from loss of blood. I could 
enumerate several outrages just as bad, 
and of which I can guarantee the truth, 
but I think these will suffice,”
